PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.181(a) 

SIR: 

Applicants respectfully petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 81(a) to withdraw 
the holding of abandonment in connection with the above-captioned application. 

Applicants received a "Notice of Abandonment" dated September 6, 2006, 
which indicates that the above-captioned "application is abandoned in view of . . . 
Applicant's failure to timely file a proper reply to the Office letter mailed on 
19 September 2005."
